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HIGH TECH COMES TO NFL FOOTBALL 


While being low keyed, look for this fall’s exhibi- 
tion NFL football games to include the addition of 
an additional “super” official. A special “‘over- 
ruler’ will be situated in the press box to instantly 
review all controversial calls. This official will be 
empowered to overrule blatant mistakes by on- 
field officials. 


The mechanics have yet to be ironed out, but a 
permanent system could be in place in time for the 
1986 season if the experiment works out. The 
idea is to allow game officials to obtain the same 
information that the homeviewing audience gets 
via instant replay. 


NFL officials are not sold on the system since 
their decisions are rejected rather than instant re- 
play information being made available to them. 
And the networks are less than excited about 
being saddled with additional “officiating” re 
sponsibilities. They fear “coverage standards” 
might develop. 


All August pre-season NFL contests will have 
regular viewer instant replays immediately avail- 
able for review and possible rejection of a call. 
Regular season games, however, will require beef- 
ed up coverage. The first game to use the instant 
replays will be the Dallas Cowboys - San Diego 
Charger August 17th pre-season game. The press 
box official will have 20 seconds to issue a veto or 
the first judgement stands! The NFL’s supervisor 
of officials will be the first ““overruler’.

INTERNATIONAL AMATEUR 
RADIO ARRANGEMENTS 


The United States has arrangements for third- 
party traffic and for reciprocal operating privi- 
leges in the Amateur Radio service with the coun- 
tries listed below. 


THIRD PARTY ARRANGEMENTS 


The United States has arrangements to permit 
FCC-licensed amateur stations to exchange mes- 
sages for third-party with amateur stations in 
these countries: 


Antigua and Barbuda, Argentina, Australia, 
Belize, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominica, Dominican Repub- 
lic, Ecuador, El Salvador, The Gambia, Ghana, 
Grenada, Guatemala, Guyana, Haiti, Honduras, 
Israel, Jamaica, Jordan, Liberia, Mexico, Nica- 
ragua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, St. Christopher 
and Nevis, St. Lucia, St. Vincent and the Grena- 
dines, Swaziland, Trinidad and Tobago, United 
Kingdom (special event stations with call sign 
prefix GB followed by a figure other than 3), 
Uruguay, and Venezuela. 


The United States also has an agreement with 
the International Telecommunications Union 
permitting third-party traffic with its amateur 
station 4U1ITU in Geneva, Switzerland. 


International amateur radiocommunications 
are limited by the International Radio Regula- 
tions. They must be in plain language and consist 
only of messages of a technical nature relating to 
tests and to remarks of a personal character for 
which, by reason of their unimportance, recourse 
to the public telecommunications service is not 
justified. Business messages are prohibited. 


At the end of an exchange of international third- 
party traffic, the FCC-licensesd amateur station 
must transmit the call sign of the foreign amateur 
station in addition to its own call sign(see Section 
97.84). 


The United States has arrangements to grant 
reciprocal operating permits to visiting alien ama- 
teur operators. An alien amateur operator li- 
censed by one of the following countries, who is 
also a citizen of that same country, may apply for 
a permit to operate his/her amateur station in area 
where telecommunications are regulated by the 
FCC. A United States citizen is not eligible for an 
FCC-issued reciprocal permit. Aliens are also 
eligible to qualify for an FCC amateur radio 
license.

An alien amateur operator may apply for a per- 
mit by completing FCC Form 610-A, available 
from any FCC office or, in some cases, from 
United States missions abroad. The permit is 
valid for one year or until the expiration date on 
the alien’s license, whichever comes first. The 
application and a photocopy of the alien’s ama 
teur license should be sent to:

United States of America 


United States amateur operators wishing to 
apply for a reciprocal permit in a foreign country 
should contact the telecommunications regulatory 
authority for the country to be visited. The regula- 
tions of that country apply. 


Amateur operation in areas where telecommu- 
nications are regulated by the FCC must comply 
with Part 97 of the Commission’s Rules and the 
international Radio Regulations. Operator privi- 
leges in the United States are those authorized by 
the operator's own government, but not to exceed 
those of the FCC Amateur Extra class (see 
Section 97.7).
